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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 9-13 are pending in the case. 

Any rejection of record in the previous action not addressed in this office action is 
withdrawn. There are no new grounds of rejection that were not necessitated by 
applicants' amendment and therefore, this action is final. 

The following is a new rejection necessitated by applicant's amendment: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1,6,7, 9-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification as originally filed does not provide support for the invention as 
now claimed: "the C terminal end (nucleotides 1 156-1347) of the fadL gene" (claim 1); 
"fadL gene (GenBank Accession No. U00096)". This is a new matter rejection. The 
specification does not provide sufficient blazemarks nor direction for the instant 
methods encompassing the above-mentioned limitations, as currently recited. The 
instant claims now recite limitations which were not clearly disclosed in the specification 
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as-filed, and now change the scope of the instant disclosure as-filed. Such limitations 
recited in the present claims, which did not appear in the specification, as filed, 
introduce new concepts and violate the description requirement of the first paragraph of 
35 U.S.C. 112. It is noted that applicant states that the reference in exhibit B, i.e. 
Cristalli (Arch. Biochm. Biophys, 377, 2, 324-333, 2000) provides support for the 
amendment. However, it is noted that the reference does not disclose these particular 
nucleotides correspond to "a base sequence following the ninth loop of the fadL gene is 
truncated" (page 6 of the specification) which is the support in the specification. There 
is no recitation in the specification in support of these particular nucleotides. There is 
no incorporation by reference of the Cristalli reference in the specification. Furthermore, 
even if the material disclosed by Cristalli were incorporated into the specification, as 
stated above there is no disclosure therein that "following the ninth loop of the fadL 
gene" corresponds to the deletion of nucleotides 1 1 56-1 347 of fadL. Furthermore, there 
is no disclosure in the specification of the fadL gene found in GenBank Accession No. 
U00096, as currently recited in the claims. 

The following is a new rejection necessitated by applicant's amendment: 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 and by dependence claims 6, 7, 9-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031 , 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 1 recites the 
broad recitation "a fadL gene", and the claim also recites "GenBank Accession No. 
U00096" which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. Furthermore, the claim 
recites "the C terminal end" which is the broad recitation, and "(nucleotides 1 156-1347)" 
which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. In the interest of compact 
prosecution, it is assumed that the fadL gene whose sequence is shown in GenBank 
Accession No. U00096 is intended, and nucleotides 1156-1347, is intended.
